Atlanta  (UPI)— Tornadic  winds 
raked  Memphis  and  three  Alabama 
.'ommunities  today  ripping  off 
•oofs  and  toppling  trees,  and  th; 
A’eather  bureau  warned  of  an  im- 
mediate twister  threat  to  populous 
metropolitan  Atanta. 

At  noon  EST,  the  weather  bur- 
eau said  a tornado  had  been  locat- 
ed by  radar  25  miles  west  of  At- 
lanta and  said  it  was  moving  east- 
northwest  at  20  miles  an  hour. 

The  bureau  warned  residents  of 
Cobb  (Marietta),  Fulton  (Atlanta) 
and  Dekalb  (Decatur)  counties  to 
be  prepared  to  take  immediate 
safety  precautions. 

WARNINGS  OUT 
A wide  section  of  the  deep  south 
was  told  to  expect  isolated  torna- 
does until  at  least  5 p.m.  EST 
Thursday.  The  warnings  went  out 
for  Northern  Alabama,  northern 
Georgia,  a ^ portion  of  western 
South  Carolina,  western  North  Car- 
olina and  eastern  Tennessee. 
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Army  General 
Escapes  V.C. 

Saigon  (UPI)— Ck)mmunist  guer- 
rillas Thursday  shot  down  a heli- 
copter flying  a U.S.  Army  general 
over  a Viet  Cong  division  head- 
quarters in  a jungle  battlefied 
area.  The  daring  general  and  the 
crew  escaped  injury. 

U.S.  spokesmen  said  Viet  Cong 
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ground  fire  brought  down  the  Army 
helicopter  carrying  Brig.  Gen. 
James  T.  Hollingsworth,  Assistant 
Commander  of  the  1st  Infantry 
Division,  over  a Cambodian  bord- 
er area  where  his  men  and  other 
U.S.  troops  have  killed  almost  900 
Communists  in  a week  of  heavy 
fighting. 

GENERAL  RESCUED 

The  48-year-oId  general  from 
Sanger,  Tex.,  was  rescued  by  an- 
other Army  Helicopter.  He  has  be- 
come almost  a legend  among  his 
men  because  of  his  near-daily  pra 
dice  of  manning  a helicopter  mac- 
hine gun  going  out  “hunting  for 
Reds.’’ 

At  the  same  time,  military 
spokesmen  announced  that  Ameri 
can  combat  casualties  increased 
sharply  last  week.  A total  of  127 
•Americans  were  killed  in  action 
during  the  week— nearly  double  the 
previous  week’s  figure  of  66— with 
605  wounded  and  eight  missing  or 
captured.  The  U.  S.  wounded  fig- 
ure also  was  up  from  the  previous 
weeks  total  of  497.

- At  least  three  storms,  described 
as  tornadoes,  ripped  through  nor- 
thern Alabama  overturning 
empty  school  bus.  demolishing 
roofs,  uprooting  trees  and  snapping 
power  lines. 

Hot  electrical  lines  sparkled  in 
the  streets  adding  to  the  slorm’s 
danger. 

Widespread  rains  drenched 
southern  communities  and  the  wea- 
ther bureau  warned  of  more  thund- 
erstorms to  come. 

No  injuries  were  reported  in  the 
Alabama  storms  that  hit  north  of 
Bradford  in  Jefferson  county. 

HIGH  WINDS 

Winds  were  clocked  at  70  miles 
an  hour  in  Alabama  and  at  60 
miles  an  hour  in  Memphis,  where 
roofs  were  torn  away,  trees  were 
toppled  and  a train  was  derailed. 

Several  cars  of  a Louisville  & 
Nashville  freight  train  were  thrown 
from  the  tracks  by  debris  that 
was  blown  down  by  the  storm. 

The  city’s  emergency  switch- 
board was  flooded  with  calls  re- 
porting major  wind  damage. 

A roof  atop  a tin  compress  com- 
pany in  Memphis  was  jerked  into 
the  air  and  hurled  165  feet.

After  Tuesday’s  election,  it  rnii^ht  as  well  have  been 
two  decades  rather  than  just  two  years  affo  that  Geoi'ge 
Romney,  auto  executive  turned  ix)litician,  denounced 
Barry  Goldwater  and  calmly  watched  the  Johnson  land- 
slide sweep  away  five  GOP  Congressmen  and  both  houses 
of  the  Michigan  State  Legislature. 

Romney’s  prospects  as  the  man  to  challenge  LBJ 
were  indeed  quite  dim  two  years  ago.  Goldwater  Con- 
servatives were  bitter  about  the  way  “lie  betrayed  our 
party.”  Even  so-called  moderate  grassroot  party  leaders 
questioned  the  Governor’s  vote-getting  power. 

FEWER  DOUBTS 

However,  quite  a few  doubts  wei'e  snuffed  out  by  the 
Romney  landslide  last  Tuesday  which  revei-sed  almost  all 
tlie  GOP  loses  of  two  years  ago. 

A postive  test  of  Romney's  poiiularity  w^as  handily 
provided  for  skeptical  old  guard  GOP  ixiliticians  in  the 
election.  The  big  Republican  coup  that  spectacularly 
enhanced  Romney’s  image  as  a strong  campaigner  and 
candidate  stumper  was  the  defeat  of  fonner  Gov.  Men- 
nen  Williams  by  Senate  apiwintee  Robert  Griffin,  a quiet, 
soft-spoken  man,  wiio  carried  into  office  on  Romney’s 
coattail.  _ 

No  doubt,  Romney’s  prospects  as  a possible  presi- 
dential contender  ha\e  brightened  considerably. 

Now',  the  one  time  dissenting  voices  of  moderate 
Ptepublicns  are  pleading  in  unison  for  Pwomney  to  stage 
an  effective  comeback  from  the  disaster  wrought  by 
Goldwater  Conservatism. 

At  least  one  solid  wing  of  the  GOP  is  finally  con- 
vinced that  Romney  has  chai'ismatic  potential  and  that 
he  should  ))e  the  standard-bearer  for  all  moderate  Re- 
publicans. 

One  of  the  biggest  things  Romney  has  going  for  him 
is  Rockefeller.  Twice  defeated  in  bids  for  the  GOP  presi- 
dential nomination.  Rockefeller  appears  to  liave  liad 
his  share  of  frustrations.  He  has  already  said  lie  would 
back  Romney  for  the  Republican  presidential  nomina- 
tion. 

In  addition,  a swing  to  the  left  or  moderating  trend 
i sdeveloping,  which  will  lielp  Romney,  as  evidenced  by 
the  elections  of  such  Republicans  as  Winthrop  Rocke- 
feller as  Governor  of  Arkansas,  Raymond  Shafer  as 
Governor  of  Pennsylvania  and  Spiro  Agnew  as  Governor 
of  ISIaryland. 

TOO  MUCH  SPECULATION? 

What  was  Romney’s  comment  on  the  future  after 
pulling  off  the  most  spectacular  win  of  his  political 
career  ? 

Naturally,  he  w'as  exuberant.  But  his  victory  speech 
only  praised  the  “great  team  victory”  and  he  carefully 
avoided  any  si>eculation  about  his  national  future. 

Meanwhile,  there  has  been  a raft  of  speculation  by 
others.  Two  of  the  w'orld’s  best  known  “my'stics,”  one 
of  w'hom  has  a proven  accuracy  of  87.8  per  cent,  have 
already  forecast  a Romney  victory  in  the  ’68  Presidential 
election.  There  are  many  who  spoof  at  such  “inspired” 
predictions. 

Yet,  even  as  Romney  six)ke  at  a ix)st-election  victory 
celebration,  bumi)er  stickere  were  suddenly  appearing 
on  cars  everywhere  in  Detroit  saying  “great  for  ’68 — 
Romney.”

The  right  ai*m  is  heading  tow’ard  the  foul  line  as  the  left  foot 
simultaneously  goes  forward  to

the  foul  line.  The  right  foot  is 
off  the  lane  and  acts  as  a counter 
balance  between  the  weight  of 
the  ball  on  the  right  side  and  the 
sliding  left  foot.  The  shoulders 
are  still  parallel  to  the  foul  line, 
the  body  is  still  bent  slightly  at 
the  waistline,  and  if  the  first 
three  steps  above  have  been  ex- 


ecuted properly,  the  bowler  will 
•be  in  perfect  position  to  release 
the  ball.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  the  fourth  step  is  generally 
a slide.  The  left  foot  slides  di- 
rectly toward  the  pins  and  never, 
repeat  never,  should  be  turned 
to  a parallel  position  with  the 
foul  line.

Other  sections  of  teacher  educa- 
ion  classes  receive  the  same  op- 
portunity but  not  quite  as  often. 

Making  the  special  presentation 
at  the  SEA  meeting  were  Baird. 
vV.  Dwayne  Belt  and  Clark  D 
Webb,  all  teacher  education  fac- 
ulty members. 

THREE  JR.  STUDENTS 

The  program  proceeded  by  ush- 
ering in  three  Provo  junior  high 
school  students  in  place  of  the  us- 
ual classroom. 

Lee  Wright,  a senior  in  Second- 
ary Education,  delivered  the  class- 
room lesson  to  the  three  students 
on  “How  the  newspaper  receive 
their  copy.” 

After  his  eight  minute  discu.s- 
sion,  ten  critics  from  the  SEA 
membership  pelted  the  return  of 
the  lesson  with  criticism  such  as: 
“the  students  are  not  being  in- 
volved enough  in  the  discussion, 
some  of  the  words  were  over  their 
heads  and  several  not  defined 
specific  enough.” 

Meanwhile,  the  three  students 
were  being  questioned  concerning 
.he  presentation  of  the  lesson. 
Their  comments  confirmed  the  les- 
son’s interest,  yet  they,  too,  felt 
iheir  involvement  was  too  limited. 

Wright  was  given  another  chance 
with  about  a two  minute  notice  to 
tie  in  all  the  critic’s  suggestions. 

A different  trio  of  junior  high 
school  students  were  brought  in 
and  Wright  turned  the  tables  com- 
pletely and  played  a game  with 
the  students  called.  “Guess  What?” 

The  students  were  left  on  their 
own  to  ask  “yes”  and  “no”  ques- 
tions to  find  the  significance  of  the 
topic  “where  the  newspapers  get 
their  copy”  to  a simple  diagram 
of  Utah  county  and  several  dots 
representing  cities. 

Wright’s  second  procedure  was 
overwhelmingly  approved  by  the 
faculty,  critics  and  fair  siz^  au- 
dience. 

Clark  Webb,  former  Utah  SEA 
President  and  National  SEA  vice 
president  operated  the  equipment. 


“This  equipment,  altogether  which 
costs  about  $6,000,  is  the  only 
set  on  hand  with  another  sched- 
uled to  come  in  at  a much  reduced 
price.” 

WIRES  AROUND 

Despite  the  wires  strung  to  mic- 
rophones spotted  around  the  scene 
of  action,  “usually  the  children  for- 
get all  about  it  in  no  time,”  said 
Baird. 

“Once  when  we  brought  in  a 
kindergarten  class,”  recalled 
Baird,  “we  had  to  place  the  micro- 
phones on  the  floor  where  the 
children  were  sitting.  Before  we 
knew  it  this  one  particular  little 
girl  was  ‘hatching’  a microphone.” 

Dee  Zundel,  president  of  the  BYU 
SEA,  noted  that  this  week  was 
American  Education  week  and  re- 
minded the  audience  of  some  of 
the  SEA  Sponsored  activities  which 
were  finishing  up.

$2.50  per  hour  for  small-group  tu- 
toring (2-5  students.  Each  student 
pays  his  share  of  the  cost). 

0 Graduate  Tutors:  $2.50  per 
hour  for  individual  tutoring  (paid 
by  the  individual  student);  ^.00 
per  hour  for  small-group  tutoring 
(2-5  students.  Each  student  pays 
his  share  of  the  cost). 

0 Faculty  Tutors:  According  to 
the  agreement  between  the  fac- 
ulty member  and  the  individual 
student  or  groups  of  students. 

Tutors  should  be  paid  by  the 
students  immediately  following 
each  tutoring  session  unless  other 
arrangements  have  been  made. 
Pay  for  tutoring  is  a business  tra- 
nsaction between  the  tutor  and  the 
student  or  students.

With  characteristic  modesty,  he 
extoled.  instead,  the  virtues  of  his 
department.
